These copied and redacted files of correspondence on Unidentified Flying 
Objects dating from 1952 to 2009 have been Declassified and released to the 
public by the New Zealand Defence Force under the Official Information Act. 

Access to the original files held by Archives New Zealand is restricted up until 
the year 2080 for Personal Privacy reasons. These copied files have had the 
personal details of members of the public making UFO reports removed to 
preserve their privacy. Personal details of service personnel and civilians 
employed by the New Zealand Defence Force and other Government 
Departments and Agencies have not been removed. No other information 
has been removed or omitted from these files. 

GENERAL DESCRIPTION OF FILES 

Correspondence on Flying Saucers began in New Zealand Defence Force 
files in 1952 and continued under different names, Unidentified Flying Objects 
(UFO) and Unidentified Aerial Sightings (UAS) until the present. The files 
contain reports of sightings by private individuals and military personnel, 
Investigations by Defence and other Government Departments and agencies 
into these reports, newspaper clippings on UFOs and letters from individuals 
who claim to be in touch with alien beings and craft. 

While the files are in general date order from 1952 until the present some file 
periods overlap with one another and the documents within each file are not 
necessarily in strict date order. There can be duplicate documents within 
each file and copies of the same documents (particularly media releases and 
reports) can appear in different files.

SEATTLE, Washington, January 8, 1999 (ENS) - Contrails spread by fleets of jet aircraft 
in elaborate cross-hatched patterns are sparking speculation and making people sick 
across the United States. 



Washington state resident William Wallace became ill with severe diarrhea and fatigue 
after watching several multi-engine jets spend New Year's day laying cloud lines in an east 
to west grid pattern. A nei^bor working outside came down with similar symptoms. But 
their wives, who remained indoors, suffered no ill effects from the inexplicable maneuvers 
which observers liken to high-altitude "crop-dusting" by unidentifed multi-engine aircraft. 

Condensation trails, called contrails, are generated at altitudes high enough for water 
droplets to freeze in a matter of seconds and not quickly evaporate - typically where the 
temperatures are below -38 degrees Celcius. 

Contrails can form through the addition of water vapor to the air from the jet engine 
exhaust. Even tiny nuclei released in the exhaust fumes may be sufticient to generate ice 
crystals, and hence, condensation trails. 

Wallace wonders if ethylene dibromide, a highly toxic component of 3P-8 jet fuel, is 
making people sick. Similar incidents over Las Vegas last year prompted a US Air Force 
spokesman to explain that the military aircraft were "dumping fuel" before landing. 

But the strange spray patterns are being reported repeatedly over towns in Tennessee, 
Connecticut, New Hampshire, New York, Nevada, Idaho, Mississippi, Montana, 

Michigan, Texas, Oklahoma, Washington state and California. 

Wallace has been watching formations of high-flying jets weave grid-like contrails above 
his home since last summer. Each time, "We get a taste in our mouth," he reports. He and 
his wife Ann get "kind of tired and sicl^" having "no energy to do anything." 

After plants began dying around his mountain cabin, "I got real sick for about three 
weeks," Wallace relates. "My eyes watered. Fluid came out of my nose. I could hardly 
move my arm up above my head to comb my hair for about a week." 

Wallace and his wife are not alone in their plight. In March, 1996, Dr. Greg Hanford 
bought an expensive camera and binoculars to keep an eye on jets spraying white bands 
above his Bakersfield, California home. Hanford has counted 40 or 60 jets on some "spray 
days." 

"Everybody seems to be getting sick from it," Hanford told ENS. "Hackin' and coughin' 
when you really get nailed with this stuff." The dentist, many of his patients and two 
receptionists have repeatedly contracted severe respiratory infections. Hanford's illness 
lingered for five months despite courses of four different antibiotics. 

"It's really weird," Hanford says. "You think two jets are going to hit each other - and 
then they make an X." The dentist says he has sometimes seen "furry globular balls" 
spread downwind in a long feather from the high-flying aircraft.

Thank you for your letter dated 9 February 2000. 

It Is doubtful that the condensation trails you refer to (on the 5^^ of 
December, the 17*^ of January, and the 7 ^ of Febuary respectively) were 
made by aircraft of the Royal New Zealand Air Force (RNZAF). Condensation, 
or water vapour, trails are sometimes left in the sky by aircraft as they pass 
through the cold air found at relatively high altitude. These are often visible 
from the ground and, in your area, are likely to have been made by 
commercial airline jet aircraft. Over Auckland, RNZAF aircraft usually fly 
through the warmer air found at lower altitudes as they descend to, or 
climb away from, the air base at Whenuapai (to the Northwest of the city), 
and most are in camouflage paint schemes. 

RNZAF aircraft are not equipped with aerial spraying equipment; this sort of 
work in New Zealand is undertaken by commercial aircraft and helicopters. 
The large foreign commercial aircraft brought in a few years ago to spray 
treatment over some areas of Auckland, for a serious insect pest, left the 
country soon after completing its work. 

Notwithstanding, I have referred your folio of documents to the headquarters 
of the Royal New Zealand Air Force in Wellington who will hold a copy in their 
files for reference. 

I will refer your question regarding the smell of aircraft fuel on the Southern 
motorway out of Auckland near Manukau to the Minister of Transport for his 
consideration. 

I will refer your question regarding the Incidence of death from influenza 
among Maori and Polynesian peoples to the Minister for Health for his 
consideration.

4. The draft ministerial reply should be accompanied by a referral note which should 
normally be sighed by the branch head or, in the case of the Services, by an officer duly 
authorized to approve ministerial draft replies, to indicate that the recommended ministerial 
response has been cleared at an appropriate level.

During the processing of this report, it was discovered that HQNZDF have a quite definite set of instructions for 
dealing with UFO reports outside normal working hours - with a radar return they pass reports to the DASO 
immediately; with a visual from a civilian they pass them next working day to the Air Staff (1 am attempting to 
discover what they do during working hours). In any event, FLTCDR ASAC reports that the DASO's instructions 
do not cover this eventuality and there is nothing specific about it in ASSOs. We have had procedures whereby 
the predecessors of DCOORD and AFPRO used to deal with these reports however they seem to have died 
away along with the incidence of UFO reports over the years. 

This would seem to be an Air Defence matter and I wonder, given your recent background in these matters and 
the fact that we are essentially a maritime nation, if you would like to give the matter some thought ? 

Perhaps there is already something in the ADO order book ? Perhaps we could recommend that Army take 
ownership of the reports given that they are taking delivery of air defence radars and missiles ? Perhaps Ops 1 
might be interested In respect of standby arrangements for clean fatigue Skyhawk interceptors armed with 
cannon and missiles to work In conjunction with the Army radars and missiles ?

Dear Sir/Madam, 

At approximately 12:30 am on the 30*** December 97 some 20 miles south 
of Kaikoura, while operating NZ Post flight AP 75 Palmerton North to Christchurch, my Co- 
Pilot and I both observed two separate strobe lights which, after some inquiry and much 
thought, I can only conclude were those of foreign military aircraft flying unannounced over 
New Zealand. 

We were in level flight at 14,000 feet, at the time and position stated, when I saw the first 
strobe light traveling in a northerly direction at high altitude and speed passing directly 
overhead. There were no navigation lights visible and the strobe light had an unusually long 
period between flashes, unlike any I have ever seen on commercial jets. 



We lost sight of the first light as it passed overhead our aircraft (we do not have windows in 
the roof) and then saw another to our left (east) at the same apparent speed and altitude flying 
a parallel track yet trailing the first by maybe a minute. Being out to the left slightly we were 
able to keep it in view until just passed our beam. 



Prior to losing sight of the second strobe I asked Christchurch radar, under whose control we 
were at the time, if they had a target out to our left. Their reply was they had nothing on 
primary or secondary radar and there was nothing flight planned to be in the area. I then 
asked about the one that passed overhead and received the same reply. The only traffic they 
were aware of in our area, was a northbound company aircraft, which passed underneath us 
north of Kaikoura. My Co-Pilot and I both saw this aircraft. 

Please allow me a few lines to ensure that the differences between primary and secondary 
radar are understood by the reader. 

Primary radar is a true radar and will detect any aircraft in its operating range unless the 
aircraft is of the stealth technology type. A primary target alone has no altitude information or 
identification. The controller on duty thou^t the primary radar at Christchurch would detect 
any target up to 80 miles and possibly further if the aircraft was at high altitude. The other 
primary radar sites in New Zealand are Wellington ahd Auckland. The Wellington primary 
should also have detected the two aircraft. 

Secondary radar interrogates aircraft transponders, the transponder in an aircraft needs to be 
turned on and an assigned code set for the system to work. The secondary coverage is almost 
nationwide. 

Considering the direction of travel of the two unidentified aircraft the Christchurch primary 
radar would have had ample opportunity to detect them prior to our sighting if they had been 
conventional aircraft. 




Later that day an acquaintance (a recently retired RNZAF Skyhawk instructor ) on my 
request made some inquiry and confirmed that no New Zealand fighter aircraft were airborne 
at that toe. He also stated that New Zealand does not have aircraft capable of evading radar 
detection. The imusual strobe that I described was he thought, consistent with fighter aircraft. 

I can only surmise as to why these two aircraft were showing any lights at all, however I 
suggest it would be to prevent them running into each other. 

The other explanation I considered to explain what we saw was satellites in orbit. However I 
discounted this because satellites do not flash and I have seen numerous satellites and there 
apparent speed is somewhat less than what we observed and two satellites on parallel 
trajectories in such a close formation would be unlikely. 

As far as airspace goes I know that it is controlled up to 46,000 feet over New Zealand and 
few aircraft can fly much higher. Regarding New Zealand sovereignty I would be interested 
in knowing where it ends vertically.

UNUSUAL AERIAL SIGHTINGS POLICY 

INTRODUCTION 

1. For many years the RAAF was responsible for the handling of Unusual Aerial Sightings 
(UAS) at the official level. Consideration of the scientific record suggested that, whilst not all UAS 
have a ready scientific explanation, there was no compelling reason for the RAAF to continue to 
devote resources to recording, investigating and attempting to explain UAS. 

AIM 

2. The aim of this Instruction is to provide general guidelines to members of the Australian 
Defence Force (ADF) when dealing with members of the public who seek to report UAS activity. 

POLICY 



Unusual Aerial Sightings Reporting 

3. The ADF does not accept reports on UAS and does not attempt assignment of cause or 

aliocation of reliability. Members of the community who seek to report a UAS to ADF personnel are 
to be referred to a civil Unidentified Flying Object (UFO) research organisation in the first instance. 
The referral of inquiries to civil UFO organisations does not constitute official sanction of the 
activities of these organisations. Known organisations are listed at Annex A to this Instruction. 

Unusual Aerial Sightings of Potential Concern to Authorities 

4- Some UAS may relate to events that could have a defence, security, or public safety 

implication, such as man-made debris failing from space or a burning aircraft. Where members of 
the community may have witnessed an event of this type they are to be encouraged to contact the 
police or civil aviation authorities. Any identified aerial activity which appears to have an obvious 
defence implication will be investigated. 

Media involvement 

5. There are occasions when media organisations will seek information regarding the ADF’s 

policy on UAS. Inquiries of this nature should be directed to the RAAF’s Senior Public Relations 
Officer at Air Force Office (06) 265 5453.

When these sightings are translated into the 
number of UFOs that must be involved, the 
figures become incredible. Hynek’s Center for 
UFO Research at Evanston, Illinois, receives 
an average of loo reports a night. The US 
writer John Keel subscribed to a press cuttings 
service as part of his research and received up 
to 150 reported incidents a days in his first year, 
1966, he received more than 10,000 clippings 
(comparted with 1060 reports supposedly received 
by the US Air Force investigation in the same 
period). Jacques Vallee, a French astrophysicist 
and computer scientist, has estimated that when ' 
non-reporting of incidents is taken into account, 
together with the fact that most sightings seem 
to take place at night when fewer people are 
around to watch them, as many as 3 million 
landings may have taken place in the last 25 
years. 

Daunting statistics 
For those seeking a physical explanation of 
UFOs, this is absurd. While it is now widely 
accepted that there are many other star systems 
in the Universe capable of supporting life and 
while logically half of these might have a 
civilization in advance of ours, some by many 
million years, the implications of the finite speed 
of light are daunting. Philip J. Klass, senior 
avionics editor, of Week and Space 

Technology, and author of two hard-line books 
debunking UFO reports, told Playboy magazine: 

‘It would require nearly loo years for inhabitants 
of the nearest star system to ours that co«/dhave - 
life. Alpha Centauri, to make a round trip to 
E^th-i/ their spacecraft could fly at 70 million 
miles per hour. And this is based on the 1 

optimistic assumption that there is a planet in 
orbit around Alpha Centauri, that there is 
intelligent life on it, and that it’s so advanced 
technologically it can build spaceships capable of j 
flying at that speed. So even if there is intelligent | 

life relatively near to us, and if such creatures live i 
to be 200 or even 400 years old, a 100-year trip | 

is still not exactly inconsequential. ’ I 

Ian Ridpath, author of Messages from the Stars, J 

put the problem another way in the JVew 

Scientist: ‘Imagine, for a moment, that there are 1 

one million other civilisations in the Galaxy, all 1 

sending out starships. Since there must be 1 

something like 10 billion interesting places to * 

visit (one tenth of all stars in the Galaxy), then 
each civilization must launch 10,000 spaceships 
annually— only one to reach here every year. . | 

If every civilization launches the more reasonable 1 
ntimber of one starship annually, then we would 
expect to be visited once every 10,000 years.’

The vast majority, 
because of their sheer number, have to be 
explained differently - ‘someone or something 
acmally has the power to completely possess and 
control the human mind. Human beings can be 
manipulated through this power and used for 
both good and evil purposes. Suppose the plan is 
to process millions of people and then at some 
future date trigger all those minds at one time? 
Would we suddenly have a world of saints? 

Or would we have a world of armed maniacs 
shooting at one another?’

The 
only files the RNZAF hold on the subject tend to contain letters from 
individuals we do not want to encourage. 

3. In replying to Mr Hartman's letter therefore, something 
along the following lines should be sent: 

"Dear Sir, 

Thank you for your letter of 8 January 1992 in which you 
seek information regarding Unidentified Flying Objects. 

Unfortunately, I am unable to help you in this matter as the 
Royal New Zealand Air Force does not investigate UFO 
sightings as a matter of course, nor does it act as a 
coordinating body for recording such sightings."

'South African Intelligence do not have the facilities or 
knowledge to persue this matter alone.

They 
told us that they would keep us informed as to any 
further developements. 

'I hope that this letter reaches you in one piece because 
if it is intercepted I will be in a great deal of 
trouble. Please let me know as soon as you receive it. 
ttifortunately we were not allowed to take cameras inside 
with us for obvious reasons'. 

I am sending you some government .copies of the briefing 
notes seperately. I wont be able to sign ny name or 
address to accoopany these docunents in case the letter 
is intercepted'. 

A couple of weeks later, I received a package from South 
Africa containing a letter and five pages of a briefing 
docunent. The first docunent carried the South African 
Air Force crest at the top of the page, and was beaded;

Squadron Leader Jones reported that several blinding 
flashes sninated from the object ^ich had started 
wavering whilst heading in a Northerly direction. At 
14.02 it was reported that the object was decreasing 
altitude at a rate of 3000 feet per minute. Then at speed 
it dived at an angle of 25 degrees and inpacted in desert 
terrain 80 miles North of the South African Border with 
Botswana, identified as the central Kalahari desert.

Contact was then made with NDRAD in Anerica and access 
was gained to the tracking department where a 
conversation was held with the officer in charge [This 
conversation was also recorded]. Cooputer records irere 
seard^ and it was revealed that an object was tracked 
entering the atmosphere moving towards the African 
Continent around the time in which we were interested. 
They irere unable to give the point idiere the object came 
to ear^. When asked \diat the object was they stated that 
they did not know but assumed that it could have been a 
spy satellite. 

Wright Patterson Air Force base was then contacted on a 
direct^ telephone line to the Office of Scientific 
Intelligence. Contact was made with a person who had been 
named to us as being present in South Africa at the 
recovery of the UTO [This conversation was recorded], 
ten it was pointed out to him that we aware of the 
incident in South Africa and of his presence at the 
recovE^, he was ob\d.ously shaken and took some time 
answering. He then stated that he was not involved in the 
recovery and reftised to speak any further. His office was 
contacted again the next day by telephone vben another 
pjerson answered the phone. When we asked to speak with 
the same man we had spoken to the previous day, we were 
told that he had 'gone away on an assignment for several 
wedcs'. 



During this period, our informant was staying with D 
Henry and the following day after the calls to Wrig^ 
Patterson, a call was received at his hone. It came fro 
South Africa and the caller asked to speak to ou 
anfoimant. He was put on the line and the person at th 
other end was heard shouting. 

When the call was finished our infonnant was visibl 
shaken and very frighten ed. He told Dr Henry that th 
caller had been General JXXXXXXXXXXX of South Africa 
Intelligence who had stated that the authorities wer 
aware that he had passed information to us. He had bee 
ordered back to South Africa, to report directly to th 
office of the General, where he would face very seriou 
consequences. 

Msarndiile, our contacts in the American Militar 
established that a state of alert called 'Defenc 
Conditions' had been created in a specific section o 
Wright I^tterson Air Force Base, pa^on, Oiio, on th 
date that the UFO was due to arrive. It appears tha 
these alerts are alw^s kept at low key to avoid th 
usual press curiosity. 

During this time, our informant had produced a Centra 
Defence Intelligmce pass card bearing his p^otograp 
which gave him access to Vftri^t Patterson Air Force Base 
He also produced a NASA identification card Tdiich als 
gave him access to the base. 

Throu^iout our enquiries, raarty telephme calls wer 
received at the home of Dr Henry from South Africa 
Intelligence and from the South African Bnljassy. Sorc 
calls were received in the middle of the ni^t. Man 
conversations took place in Afrikaan, the South Africa 
language, these were recorded. At a later date the tape 
■rore interpreted, they confirmed that this matter wa 
indeed causing a great deal of trouble in South Africa 
Ojt source who pronised the photograd^ and tele 
message also telephoned and spoke in Arrikan to ou 
contact staying with Dr Henry, this was also recorded. 

In that conversation, he states that he is frigjitene 
because the authorities are aware of what has been goin 
on. He said that they TOre aware of all the person 
involved and he had been taken in front of his conmande 
and warned of the consequences of ^hat had been takin 
place. He also stated that nobody outside the Securit 
Services were si^posed to know where he worked and tha 
our source had let him down badly by leaking thi 
informaticHi. 

Ifany further telephone calls were made to both Sout 
Africa and the Ifaited States and one call made to th 
Offi.oe of Special Investig^tiaQ got the followin 
response after Dr Henry asked for information regardin 
the incident in South Africa: 

OSI: "I appreciate your interest in this matter, bat 
have no knowledge of this particular incident, I ca 
neither confirm or deny that it h^pened. There are sora 
places on here who I can contact and find out, hit yo 
have to reali^ I^tor, that I work for the Military an 
even if this incident did tate place I wouldn't be abl 
to adndt it to you." 

Dc Haory; "I have received this information from hig 
ranking South African Intelligence sourc^. Ity onl 
interest is scientific. I have been working on thi 
subject for many years." 

OSI: ''I appreciate what you are sa3dng and can understan 
your interest, but you have gpt to realise the irpac 
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that this would have on the public if I confirrod your 
story, the Military can not confirm or otherwise this 
type of information." * 

A call was later made to a Doctor in South Africa t^Aio was 
known to have been present at the retrieval. 

Dr Heory: "I understand you have been involved with DPOs 
for some years."

caravan heard the sound, and came running towards the 
main giv to find out what was going on. As they 
approached, the sound appeared to move away. 

In what had seemed only thirty minutes of listening to 
I the noise, soie two hours had elapsed. Thirty minutes 

I later, the sound came back once more, and was recorded. 

I It appeared later again, and was recorded by a BBC camera 

and sound crew, and will be played during a ’live' 

television progranme (Daytime live) on BBCl, 30th October 
this year. 

Ranarkably, at the end of July 1989, Britain's biggest 
ever circle appeared, it was 105 feet across. With Colin 
Andrews and Pat Delgado present, another BBC crew arrived 
to film the event. Mr Wingfield reported to Conference 
that the same sound started xip again, and continued for 
fifteen minutes. It was fully recorded by the BBC 
technicians, and is currently being analysed at a 
University. Interestingly, a film camera unit, worth 
£48,000 lost its picture at intervals, and broke up into 
bands, sotnething that was inexplicable. 

He told us: "Sanething, sooe force was there, and will 
appear in the television progranme." 

In conclvision, and ending what had been a most enjoyable 
and informative talk, Mr Wingfield said:

After a short break, the audience was treated to a 
recording of the nysterious noise captured on tape by the 
BBC technicians, but it was very difficult to discern in 
the large hall - nonetheless, we await further 
developnents with keen anticipation. 

And so to our next speaker (s), Tbcy Dodd and Dr Henry. 
J Before delving into the main subject, namely a South 
African Crash/Retrieval case, Mr Dcxld dealt briefly with 
current Governmental attitudes to the UPO subject. He 
produced on slide a letter from* the N.SJL (%tional 
Security Ageocy) >^ich had just been received following a 
request for data on all docuuents possessed by the N.S.A. 
from 1981 covering the DPO phenomena. 

Running down the letter, Mr Dodd quoted the following 
passage: 



’The doconents have been reveived by this agency 
required by the Freedom of Information Act and have fa 
to be currently and properly classified in accorda 
with executive orders and remain classified Top Sec 
and classified' [Flirther details of that letter can 
found in the South African UFO Retrieval report]. 

Rigjitly, Mr Dodd pointed out that if there was no si 
thing as a ’cover-q)', this was surely "a contradict 
in terms." 

He then recounted an extraordinary development \^ch 1 
taken place in our own country: 

"An editor of a newspaper, vhot with a team of 1 
journalists, started to give some publicity to 
sittings in the area where they worked. 

"Very quickly, they were approached by the Ministry 
Defence, and I'll quote you what the editor said." 

'...the investigation all came to an end when the vi 
top man at the MoD called at our office personally, t 
us into a private room, and read the Official Secrets . 
to us, with the warning not to disclose, or report . 
further on the strange phenomenon’ . 

Mr Dodd concluded: "NOW WHO'S TWJ.TN G T.TRfi LADIES . 
SNILEMEH? I KNOW WHERE MT BEES ARE..." 

UFO RETRIEVED IN SOUTH AFRICA 

And so to the first public announcement of 
fascinating case which had been imder close scrutiny 
both our speakers for the preceeding three months. 
Dodd began by pointing out the case was "extrem 
CCTiqjlicated", and despite intensive research, 
investigation "is still on-going, it is not finished y< 
We have been dealing with people from the intelligei 
services, not of this country.” 

Before we began to see slides of the case, he said: 

"Names, certain code-words, have been deleted from tbi 
documents for the protection of our sources 
information, as you will appreciate. This is absolute 
essential." 

Mr Dodd, with Dr Henry alongside, then began to take i 
hushed aiaiience throu^ the key diapters of the incider 

He informed us that the crash of a UFO had occurred 
17th May 1989, having been intercepted by S.A.A.F ; 
aircraft following pick-up by ground and sea radi 
Later, he^ produced one of several k^-docunents that 1 
been delivered to^ the organisation by its source, 
quoted fully from it, and amongst those was the followi 
passage taken fran a briefing docunent: 

"The terrain and iii 5 >act area was altered to disguise < 
evidence of the event having taken place." He describe 
again from the docurents, how the UFO had been brought 
a S.A.A.F, base, to await a team of scientists who we 
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to be f? 1 in from Wright Patterson Air Force Base in 
the Uni tea States. 

He docunents irent on to give the actual date of the 
nro vas to be shipped bade to the States - 23.6.89. 

Aiongst the many courses of action that was taken by Mr 
Dodd and Dr Henry to glean further data, was the 
involvement of a hi^ security source in the U.K. idio put 
through a telephone call to the named S.A.A.F. pilot \^o 
was alleged to have brou^t down the UFO, Under the guise 
of a named General within Wri^t Patterson [re fer r e d to 
in Ibcy Dodd*s report as CJIESI - see feature article], 
our man was put throng to Squadron leader ’Jooes* 
(pseudonym). 

The next investigative step taken by the researchers was 
to contact a high ranking American Air Force officer. He 
established that Wri^t Patterson Air Force base was on 
alert the very day the object was due to arrive. 

Mr Dodd then revealed that the prime source was an 
intelligence officer working for the South African Air 
Force. He had last signed declarations governing his 
countries Official Secrets Act on 29.7.89. Five pages in 
all. Following their first secret meeting here in 
England, and after many lengthy hours of questioning, 
they had gathered over FHY PASS of information. 

Our source, Mr *G’, revealed to us throu^ documentation, 
the names of 23 South AjEricaos who formed their 
intelligence team on the recovery. He then gave us names 
and ranks of seven Americans 'vrtio formed the U.S. Joint 
Operaticjoal He also gave us the names of five 
S.A.A.F. intelligence officers who assisted in the 
recovery to Wri^t Patterson. 

On slide, we saw the man in question. He wore his South 
African uniform for the occasion, standing alongside Mr 
Dodd and then Dr Ifenry, 

Another of the many covert steps to gather data was then 
put into action, A second intelligence source in South 
Africa was contacted by telephone. Dr Henry spoke with 
this man, who had •'very high security clearance." He was 
aware that our source here in Ihgland had revealed 
details of the case, and told Itenry that he "had access 
to black and white photographs of the UFO and entities, 
plus a fifty page report from Wri^t Patterson to South 
Africa.” 

The audience was then shown two security passes given to 
Mr *G* which were to be used on an intended visit to 
Wri^t Patterson. One was a N.A.S.A. pass, the other DdD 
(Department of Defence), Both contained his photograph 
and nunerous digits and letters. 

On his arrival in this country, Mr 'G' stayed with Dr 
Henry, but soon events began to take a sinister turn, not 



surprisingly in view of the telephone enquires that h 
been nsade. Henry received nuterous calls from Sou 
African intelligieDce and the South African Bifcassy he 
in London, Mr Dodd informed us that one call [details 
which appear later in this article] ordered Mr 'G* 
abandon his trip to ^fri^t Batterson , to return to Sou 
Africa, where he was to be court-martialled. 

He added: "frcni that moment in time, things went haywit 
calls came to us both day and ni^t." Mr Dodd made t 
point that Dr Henry and his family became "qui 
frigjitened" and Mr 'G* began, to display signs of "gre 
panic." 

On his first nig^t in England, at Ifenry *s home, Mr ' 
contacted the South African Bnbassy to inform them th 
he had arrived in the UK. The Ihibassy would contact h 
with further instructions. This they did thirty minut 
later.; 

One of the names given by our source was the name of t 
scientific head of the recovery team at Wri^t Pattersc 
Dr Ifenry now described events... 

"I called Wrigjit Patterson" said Henry, "and gave tl 
the gentleman’s name I wished to speak to, we’ll call 1 
Mr 'B‘. 

"The telephone operator asked ’Do you have any initic 
for him'? I said yes." 

"She said, ’He has a direct telephone niitiber, I cam 
transfer you, it’s a special office, you’d better 1 
yourself’ . 

"I got the telephone miriber off the operator at Wri^ 
Patterson. I telephoned the person. A gentlanan picked 
the receiver, I asked for Mr ’B’ by his first name 
was also given to me by the telephone operator, 

"A gentleman said to me ’Hang on a few moments sir’ anc 
few miiiutes later, Mr ’B’ was on the phone, 

"I cau^t him rather by surprise, I didn’t even give 
name. I said I was calling from somewhere in the U.S. { 
I put to him this incident. He answered back ’Hhere i 
you get this fnm? Haere did yoa get this iofbnnat: 
fron*? 

"I told him that the information came to us, he pau: 
for a while and said 'I don't know, what else’? Ther 
gave him a little more, again he paused, and said 
don’t know, I’m sorry, I can’t help' and then he hi 
up." 

Henry raninded the audience that all the telephc 
conversations referred to are on tape. 

He then produced a photograph of another key source, 
was the Military Ad\^sor on Foreign Affairs to the Sen 
African Military Intelligence unit. He asked the man 
telephone, "Do you confirm the information"? The rej 
was "absolutely." 

Two days after this conversation, the South Mri( 
Bnbassy rang to inform Mr ’G’ that the "mission 
postponed for 6th August" the day he was due to tra' 
onto Amarica, 
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later a ni^t, at 1,00am in the morning, the phone 
rang again, Henry answered. The caller asted "Is Mr 'G' 
there?” Henry replied that he didn't know. The caller, 
who revealed he was calling fran Pretoria, South Africa, 
asked: "Has Mr'G' talked about anything at all?" Henry 
said that he didn't know, and the caller hung up. Thirty 
minutes later, the phone rang again, and once more the 
same questions were put to him, and they received the 
same response. 

Next morning, Henry tried a different tact. He contacted 
the South African Enbassy in London and demanded to know 
\^y their people in South Africa were ringing him in the 
middle of the ni^t. Surprisingly, they said they would 
"look into it," 

At 10.00am that same morning, another call from South 
Africa was received. A voice barked down the phone: "Is 
Mr *G* there?" Henry asked was speaking, and the 
caller shouted "Is Mr'G' there?" This time, Henry said 
"Yes." 

The caller daianded "This is for him, give the receiver 
to him," Henry told the conference hall that he was 
practically ordered to bring our source to the phone. 

The conversation was in Afrikaan, as indeed was much of 
the language between Britain and South Africa, Henry said 
that during this, he heard his name being mentioned. He 
told us: 

•'Naturally, because of ray nationality, Armenia, I was 
curious. At the end, Mr *G' was shaking, quite pale, 
sweating and he could hardly coti^se himself," 

Fifteen minutes later, the South African Bribassy rang, a 
voice said: "O.K. sir, we hope everything is put 
ri^t..." 

Henry once more reminded the audience that everything was 
recorded on tape. 

Ifenry asked our source; "Vfcat oo Earth is going oq?” 

He was told that soradiow he had been found out "talking 
to your guys. I an ordered by tie Chief of Intelligeoce 
in South Africa to report to hi» in his office on 'Riesdsy 
15th August, and expect the worst." 

Henry asked: "Why did you mention ray name?" 

Mr 'G' replied: "The man wanted to know who you were," 

As the investigation intensified, that same nig^t another 
call was received from South Africa. During this 
conversation, Henry revealed how he was told by the 
second intelligence source that he could confirm there 
was a security file on him, he had seen it, it was tvrelve 
pa^s long. 

Later still, this same caller cautioned his colleague 
about his revelations. Dr Henry told conference that he 
and Mr Dodd had been given two letters of introduction 
created by the Doited States Air Force for Mr 'G'. This 
detailed a ficticious service record which was to be used 
only on his arrival at Wtigjht Patterson. These official 
letters, signed by a named higji ranking officer, rest 
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amongst numerous other documents now in the hands oi 
solicitor. 

More information was given to the silent hall. Nine So 
African scientists, all named, who took part in 
operation to recover the "UFO are on file. One of th) 
concerned was contacted by telephone, and admitted he 1 
been made to sign the Official Secrets Act befi 
debriefing. Another hung up when contacted, A fern 
Doctor, and the name of her hospital had also been givi 

IXiring his stay in England, the South African's froze 
'G's bank accounts. A contact in South Africa failed 
an attenpt to release funds over there. 
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Dr Henry then said that news had reached him and Mr Itodd 
from a hi^ y placed source, that the security services 
in the U.S. were on stand-by, ready to arrest Mr 'G' 
should he attenpt to enter the country. Mr 'G' was 
terrified at the prospect of returning to South Africa, 
and believed he was on ’borrowed time’ if he overstayed 
his trelcome in Britain. 

An operation was launched to deliver our source to 
friends in the United States via Canada. 

Henry said: "Despite his revelations, we put him under 
intense pressure to reveal more data, any intelligence 
officer would never reveal all, he would always keep a 
few cards close to his chest for a 'rainy day'." 

Henry was given the name of a Conmander in the S.A.A.F. 
at XXXXXXXXX, South Africa. Wiat was said, and recorded 
on tape, provided yet more confirmation that Mr 'G' was 
telling a great deal of truth. 

Dr Henry gave details of a meeting which took place on 
the 13th August 1989, Mr ^G' was present alongside 
himself, Mr Dodd, Mark Birdsall and myself. A course of 
action was determined at that meeting. 

Conference then heard how Mr 'G' travelled to Canada, but 
was detained on arrival and deported. I know that during 
another short-stay in this country, members of the 
security forces tailed him, and a 'confrontation' took 
place at Gatwick Airport. 

Dr Henry concluded: "Me arranged safe passage, and a safe 
house, at a place we would not rathe r mention at this 
time." 

The talk ended with a final slide depicting a diagram of 
the crashed UFO, and its interior. Conference was also 
shown a document which displayed the alleged alien 
alphabet found by the South Africans, it was lengthy and 
complex. Earlier, Mr Dodd had made the point that the 
South Africans had found the Americans to be hi^ly 
informed with regard to the cryptic alphabet, and were 
left in no doubt that the team from Ifci^t Patterson knew 
everything there was to know. 

Naturally, in this brief review of events, there may be 
SOTO duplication between this, and Mr Dodd's article in 
TJEv'TT, if so, apologies. The complete talk given by Mr 
Doiid and Dr Henry, is available on video, only through 
this organisation. 

A break was then held for refreshments, and many people 
present spent the period casting a thou^tful eye over 
the numerous display counters. Here, people could look at 
photographs taken by the organisation of its work down 
the years. There were books and magazines, sene of which 
-rare signed by authors Tiinothy Good and Ralph Noyes . 



Video and audio packages were keenly sougjit, as was the 
vast array of slides, which were displayed in an 
illuminated cabinet. Interest also centred on the 
naribership stand, as veil as on those volunteers who were 
standing by for UFO reports! 

The busiest part of Ossett Town Hall, wonderfully 
bedecked with flowers sponsored by a local Interflora 
firm, was unquestionably the refreshments area. Personal 
thaonks to all concerned will be given at the end of this 
review, suffice to say, everyone involved gave their all. 

Just before the start of proceedings, Barry Harris, the 
Manchester-based solicitor, revealed to the asssnbly that 
in relation to the information given by Mr Dodd and Dr 
Henry, he had semething to impart. 

He told us that a month before Conference, he had been 
given coti 5 )letely independant data from an intelligence 
source which correlated the dates in question when the 
UFO was brou^t down, and then shipped to the States. He 
said he had been given information >diich told of a 90 
page r^OTt on the affair, that had been constructed by 
the intelligence services of the United States. South 
Africa, AND ISRAEL. At no time, had he any notion of the 
research being conducted by our organisation until he saw 
a press clipping which advertised Conference 89. It left 
everyone with nuch food for thou^t... 

Our next speaker hardly needed any introduction, althougji 
X gave him one all the sane! Timotby Gbodi, author of the 
best selling work 'Above Ibp Secret* and UFO researcher 
extraordinaire. . .
